Minn, M de 
greet, below zero; AVhlte River, Can- 
ada, 34 below, and zero In various 
parts of the Michigan peninsula.

Indianapolis. Feb. C.—At the head- 


quarters of the United Mine Workers 
It was stated that before adjournment 
of the present session of the executive 
board Secretarj-Treasurer E. B. Wil- 
son will be Instructed to prepare a 
formal strike order, effective Apt 11 1, 
In order to avoid the necesblty of re- 
assembling the board after the ad- 
journment of the present session. Tlw 
question of the per capita tax of $1 
for the estallshment of a national de- 
fense fund, which was Informally dis- 
cussed just before the adjournment of 
the board meeting Saturday evening, 
is expected to be the first subject 
taken up when that body resumes its 
meeting. 


As all of the members of the board 


are anxious to depart for their homes, 
an effort will be made to adjourn Uie 
meeting some time today. President 
Mitchell will leave immediately for 
tht east to prepare for the meeting 
with the operators of the anthracite 
field Feb. 15. An interesting tiltuation 
in this connection has come about as 
a result of the resolution passed by 
the national convention providing that 
no district slihll sign any wage agree- 
ment until all have obtained satisfac- 
tory settlements. 


This resolution has been definitely 


explained by W. D. Ryan, secretary 
and treasurer of the Illinois district, 
who proposed it; by Vice President 
Tom L. Lewis, who spoke in favor of 
Its passage, and by President Mitchell, 
who placed the motion before the con- 
vention, to include "every district un- 
der tbe jurisdiction of the United Mine 
Workers of America, whether anthra- 
cite, bituminous or block coal regions, 
in United States and Canada." Un- 
der this ruling the wage scale com 
mlttee appointed by tbe anthracite 
miners in their Shamokin convention 
early in December will have no power 
.to also^ a contracj. even it their de- 
mands are conceded by the anthracite 
operators, unless the miners of all 
other districts effect an agreement 
with their employers.

Desire of Senator Gallinger and Other 


Friends of the Proposition. 


HOT FIGHT OVER STATEHOOD 


Foraker Amendment to Be the Bone of 


Contention In the Senate — House 
Continues Railway Rate Discussion. 
Democratic Caucus and the Domini- 
can Treaty. 


Washington, Feb. 5.—Friends in the 


senate of the shipping bill are hopeful 
of securing some time during the week 
an agreement to vote *u that measure, 
and the understanding Is that bo soon 
as it Is disposed of the statehood bill 
will 
succeed It as the unfinished 


business. 


Much Interest Is manifested in the 


approaching contest in the senate over 
tbe statehood question. Senator Bev- 
erldge, who will again have charge of 
tho bill. Is hopeful of securing a com-' 
paratlvely early vote, but many of his 
colleagues fall to agree with him on 
that point. The supporters of tho bill 
are very strenuous In its advocacy and 
their opponents are just as deter- 
mined. It is not generally expected 
that either side will yield until there 
Is more definite information as to the 
probable time of vote than can now be 
secured. The critical point of contio 
versy will be the Foraker amendment, 
giving the Ailzona people the priv- 
ilege of voting on the question of ad- 
mission. It is understood that the 
Democratic senators will be almost a 
unit in support of this amendment and 
that it will also secure a number of 
Republican votes. Just how many Re- 
publican supporters there may be la 
not known, and until there is definite 
information on that point 'the oppo- 
nents of the bill will not agree to let a 
vote be taken. 
t 


Democratic senators perfected an 


organization to defeat the Santo Do- 
mingo treaty and place the minority in 
a position to compel a strict party 
vote on other questions likely to arise 
during the present session. Two res 
olutlons were adopted which, the Dem- 
ocrats assert, not only will dispose of 
the Dominican treaty, but will furnish 
thd precedent for demanding a united 
party vote on all questions that may 
be considered partisan in character, 
when two-thirds ot [ the Democratic 
senators so( decide. 


Mr. Hepburn, in charge of the rate 


bill In the house. Is unable* to see 
the end of debate on the measure. 
Under the special order it has the 
right of way until disposed of. 
The 


very first day of the debate, which be- 
gan last Tuesday, developed the de- 
sire of many members to make 
speeches. Mr. Hepburn has a lon£ list 
ot Republicans who are anxious to be 
heard, and Mr. Adamson, controlling 
the time on the minority side, says 
there are 50 Democrats who wish to be 
heard in favor of the measure. Speak- 
er Cannon is inclined to let the debate 
run, and estimates that It will be Wed- 
nesday or Thursday before the last 
speech Is delivered and the vote re 
corded on the measure.

cheese, etc., before being sold. Then 
the problem of maintaining our soils 
In a very high state of cultivation 
would be an easy proposition. 
Said 


that common straw not only had a di- 
rect fertilizing value of about $2 per 
ton, but had an equal value in putting 
the soil in good physlclal plight, so 
that the latent mineral compounds in 
the soil became active and of use to 
the crop. 
By chart he showed the 


gain of crop and money value of barn 
yard manure. Manure kept under 
cover was worth approximately $3 a 
ton; where exported In the yards for 
a considerable time, |2. Barn yard 
manure is not well balanced, as it 
contains too large per cent of am- 
monia. Advises using commercial fer- 
tilizers carrying potash and phos acid 
only. Floats are the cheapest source 
of phos acid, and should be dusted 
over tho manure in the stables, 40 or 
50 pounds to the ton. It is not ad- 
visable to attempt to grow grain 
crops with 
commercial 
fertilizers 


nlone. 
Humus In the form of barn 


yard manure, or a legume crop such 
as clover, plowed under must be add- 
ed occasionally or the land becomes 
sodden nnd unproductive. Advises a 
short rotation in which some of tho 
clovers are Included as they secure 
tho free nitrogen of the air and de- 
posit It In the soil.

granddaughters, Olga and Helen Low- 
ell, were carried from a window on the 
third floor down a ladder by firemen 
early Sunday moraine. The flames had 
eaten away the stairs and filled the 
house '.vlth smoke when the

was awakened. 
Exit being cut off, 


the firemen upon their arrival, lost no 
time in hoisting ladders and rescuing 
the occuuants from the burning build- 
ing.

BULL FIGHT 


For the Delegates to the Moroccan 


Conference. 


Algeclras, Spain, Feb. 5.—Progress 


is being made slowly at the confer- 
ence, the delegates now being appar- 
ently more In accord than at any pre- 
Tlous time. The two nations most di- 
rectly concerned, France and Ger- 
many, still seem loath to consider the 
serious issue—the policing of Moroc- 
co—though they have succeeded In 
satisfactorily adjusting the questions 
of taxation and customs duty. 


The 
bloody spectacle of a bull- 


fight in honor of the conference on 
Moroccan reforms was an interesting 
event. Crowds came from all parts of 
Andalusia to the vast stone amphithe- 
ater where the bullring Is, and more 
than 6,000 persons saw the fight. A 
box gaily decorated with the Spanish 
colors accommodated the ambassadors 
and officials of many countries. Most 
of the delegations to the conference 
were represented and many of the en- 
voys were accompanied by their wives 
and daughters. The American and 
British delegates did not attend. 


Ends In a Failure. 


Vienna, Feb. 5. — The negotiations 


looking to the settlement of the Hun- 
garian trouble ended In a complete 
failure, and Count Julius Andrassy, 
one of the leaders of the coalition par- 
ties, returned to Budapest after a 
lengthy Interview with the emperor- 
king, who refused to accept the modi- 
fled program of the coalition. Unless 
the coalition yields at the last hour 
this failure to reach an agreement 
must. It is thought, result in an effort 
by the crown to establish an abso- 
lutism in Hungary.
